to the conclusion that tHe specifications are
80 faulty that the pavement cannot be made
patisfactory If gravel I8 used for a binder,
and, as a last resort, they have concluded
to allow the clay to go Into the work

One of the commissioners, In discus:ing
the matter yesterday, sald that in his
opinion a good pavement could neéver be sp-
aured even I the specifications were fol-

LONDON'SNEW TOWER BRIDEE

Completion of the Great Highway Over
the River Thames,

OPENED TODAY BY THE PRINCE OF WALES

Formal Ceremony Marking the Completion

of One More Grest Engineering Feat

In the first three carriages were the mem-
bers of the household of the prince of
Wales and the duke of York: In the last two
carriages were the prince and princess of
Wales, the duke of York and the Princesses
Victorla and Maud of Wales The royal
carriages  procesded through Pali Mall te
the Strand, through that thoroughfare to
Fleet street, Ludgate HUl and Cheapside;
At the Mansion house the royal party was
recelved by Lord Mayor Tyler and the
sheriffs of Londan, and at the new bridge
the prince of Wales and hin family were

recélved by the duke apd diachers of Saxe-

Coburg Gotha, the duke and duochess of
Conpaught. Prinee and Princess Henry of
Battenberg, and by the doke snd duchess
of Teck and other notabilities A speclal

enclosure to the left of the royal dals was
reserved for the diplomatle corps, among
whom were the Unfled States ambassador
nnd  Mrs. Bayard, From Temple Bar,
where the Strand ends and Fleet strest
begine, o the Tower bridge the streets
were lined with cavalry apd infantry, and

at the bridgs Itself the guard of honor was
composed of blus fackets, the honorable
artillery  company, the rifle brigade and
detachments of volunteers.

GUARDING THE ROYAL FAMILY.

Extraordinary precautions were tuken to
guard the royal family. Every detootive
and policeman In the metropolis who could

e spared from regular duty was statloned
al some point along the route of the pro-
ceselon or eise about the bridege.

On reaching the northern approach to the
biridge the royal parity were recelved by the
lord mayor and the high civie officials, all
in full robes, &nd were conducted to thilr
places on the bridge. The ceremony of de-
claring the bridge open was performed by
the prince of Wales. who, by means of an
clectric button, opened the enormous bascules
which have besn bullt &6 as to allow vessels
o paks underneath,

A flourish of trumpets, the thundering of
guns from®the Tower, loud and enthuslastic
cheering from the crowds and the shrieking
und hooting of the whistles of the launches
and steamers on the rlver announced the
completion of the work. The bishop of Lon-
don, wearing his robes and hood, then pro-
nounced the benediction and the officials con-
neoted with the constryotion of the bridge
were received by the prinee in behalf of the

queen. The massed bands played the Na-
tlonal anthem, and two steamers, decked
with bunting, puassed through the bridge

amid tremendous cheering. ’
Leaving the bridge, the roval party pro-
veeded to the Tower, and after Inspecting the
beefeaters embarked on the steamer Palm,
und escorted by the queen's walar men re-
turned to Westminster and were from there
driven in carriages to Marlborough house,
The bridge is near the {amous old Lower
aof London, and connects Bermondasy; Wal-
waorth, Camberwell and Peckham, on the
south bank of the Thumes, with the western
part of the old ecity, on the north banlk.

According to the lord mayor of London,
the bridge has cost the corporation over
£1,000,000. The bridge wne begun in 1886

From 500 to 800 men have since been con-
stantly employed upon it. Seven men have
been killed since it construction was begun.
The bridge, with approaches, Is half a mile
long. The bigh-level spans are 142 feet
abova Ligh water; the short spans are 270
feet, the middle one 200 feet long., The
bascules weigh eighty tons each; the lead
ballast on the “'short leg" welghs 2% tons.
About 2,000,000 rivets have been used in tho
cor struction of the bridge.

The bridge was designed by the
architect, the late Sir Horace Jones, who
had assoclmted with him MF J, Woller
Birry, who ling been enginesr to the under-
tuking, and it 1as been built for the corpora-
tion of London under the direction of the
Bridge House Estates committee, It con-
siets of three =pans. The roadway s &
lifting bridge on the bascule priuciple; thar
15 10 say, the two leaves rise in a vertjeal
Arection and are counterpoised on  their
inner ends. The opening betwean the piers
is 200 feet. The leaves of the bascule or
roaaway bridge are to be moved by bydraunlic
machinery placed in sultable chambefs in

The steel rkeleton of the bridge towers
i encased In masonry Ilaa"_ it may harmon-
bz, 40 far as possible, with the nelghber-

ing Tower of London For foot passengers
the two towers are connected at the top by
two fixed spuns; the leagth of each of these

spans is 237 feet., and conilsis of 1wo canti-
levers and a center girder, The height of
the columns of the towers I8 110 feet 2
inches, There are three landings to each
tower, the floors bolng of steel The ap-
proacheés to the piers oare on the suspen-
jfon principle, each chain belog In two
segments of unequal length. There are
1w hydraulic passenger elevators, or “lifts.’”
as pur English cousins call them, in each
tower In addition to staircases. The tles

forming the vertlcs]l wind bracing liave been
put In such a manner that when the bridge
is fully loaded with s dead welght all
over each tle has an initlal striin corre-
sponding to three und a half tons  per
square Inch of ssction.

The welght of the openlng roadway, added
to that of the high level footway and the
towers pupporting them, renders the load
upen the foundation unususlly heavy for a
bridge of such moderate Epan, The founda-
tians are oarried down to the Lopdon olay,
which forms the boltom of the bed of the
river at this point, with a sHght layer of
gravel or river mud above it As it was
determined to Mmit the load to the VEery
moderate amount of four tons per suporfi-
clgl foot, the dimensions &f the founds-
tions work out to 100 fest in widih and
204y feet from eod to end of the eut-
WALETrs., Bir Benjamin Baker bas suld that
he does not know of any other bridge
foundations with such dimensions as those
of the Tower bLridge, excepl In the case of
the Brooklyn bridge The two main founda-
tious In the latter bridge support a roadway
of 1006 feet span, or about the same as
tbat of the Tower bridge.

In sinking the foundations for plers, eight
rectapgular fron calssons were used for each
pler, timber cofferdams being specially for-
bidden by act of Parliament. These caissons
wert twenty-eight feet square. There were
alno o each pler four caissons of &n wpprox-
Imitely triaogular shape These calssons
ware bullt In position, and are mainly per-
manent below the river bed, into which they
extend nienteen feel, &0 a8 to reach the Lon-
don cley. This clay was undercut below the
cutting edge of the calsson when the latter
had reached its loweat poeition for a vertical
distance of seven feet and five feet outward
from the face of the calsson.
